—Relieved prosecutors of the duty to prosecute civil 
cases involving failure to pay wages.

Craig hears a thumping at her door, she may check to 
say w h o -o r what—is there before opening it. The caller 
Friday was a large bobcat that bounded inside and 
ripped up Mrs. Craig and her house. 
A posse of about IOO county workers searched the 
scrubcovered foothills around her home today, looking 
for the animal, estimated to weigh about 40 pounds. 
Mrs. Craig, 24, said that when she opened her door in 
response to the thumping, the bobcat: 
—Jumped through the door, clawing her on the arm. 
—Bit her right hand. 
—Clawed her carpets and table cloth into shreds. 
—Dashed over the kitchen shelves, knocking crockery 
to the floor. 
—Tore two closet doors from their hinges, and

Housing Experts Say New Bill 
Will Be O f Little Benefit

INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
Hoosiers 
wanting 
to 
take 
a d v an tag e of the tax credit 
provisions of the new tax law 
for 
buyers 
of 
new 
homes 
probably will 
find few- that 
qualify, except in the mobile 
home market. 
“The situation in Indiana as 
far as excess inventories is 
concerned is not as bad as it is 
in most other areas, such as 
the 
Northeast, 
where 
some 
builders have had to shut down 
operations when they put up 
homes 
and 
could 
not 
find 
buyers,” said Robert M., Weiss, 
associate director of the Home 
Builders Association of Indiana. 
Weiss said no definite figures 
were available for the state. 
The law provides that buyers 
of houses that qualify can take 
a dollar-for-dollar credit on the 
1975 federal income taxes in the 
amount of 5 per cent of the 
purchase price of the house, up 
to a limit of $2,000. 
“ Spec Houses” Qualify 
Other 
than 
the 
cases 
in 
which, just by luck, a person 
hired a contractor to build a 
new 
home 
that 
was 
under 
construction before March 2(5, 
most of the conventional houses 
that will qualify for the credit 
are “spec houses" and models, 
he said. 
He 
explained 
that 
“spec 
houses” was a term used in the 
industry for the building put up 
without having a definite buyer 
in hopes that it would attract a 
buyer or someone interested in 
other houses he could build. 
Frank 
Williams, 
assistant 
director of the Indiana Manu­ 
factured Housing Association, 
estimated the number of mobile 
home buyers who would get the 
5 per cent tax credit at about 
10,000. He said that dealers had 
been carrying smaller invento­ 
ries of new mobile homes since 
interest rates started skyrocket­ 
ing 
late 
last 
summer. 
The 
credit willl range from $400 to 
$500 for most mobile homes. 
Interest Was Up 
“ Its definitely going to help, 
but the question is how much,” 
Williams said. “ It gives the 
dealer one more thing to talk 
about, but even before Presi­ 
dent Ford signed the new tax 
law, our members were report­ 
ing more activity. 
Sales 
of 
mobile homes are geared more 
to the economy, interest^ rates 
and availability of money for 
loans, all of which have been 
improving slightly.” 
Weiss said that judging from 
the number of questions he had 
been receiving from members 
of 
the 
association 
and 
the 
public at large, many home 
buyers will be disappointed that 
they won’t be getting the tax 
credit. 
They may have signed an 


agreem en t to have a house 
built, but unless work actually 
had started on its construction 
by March 25, it will not qualify 
them 
for 
the 
special 
tax 
advantage. 
Joe Homer, legislative coun 
sel to Rep..Andrew Jacobs Jr. 
D-Ind., who worked with the 
House Ways and Means Com 
m ittee in p rep arin g the tax 
legislation, said that provisions 
of the 
law 
were somewhat 
hazy, with regulations being 
worked out through the Internal 
Revenue Service. 
What Is “ Beginning” ? 
“The question most kicked 
around 
is 
what 
constitutes 
beginning construction,” 
he 
said. “The IRS guidelines hold 
that construction is considered 
to 
begin with 
digging 
of 
footings or having the excava 
tion of the building site started 
However, 
drilling 
for 
soil 
conditions, preparation of ar 
chitect’s sketches, grading the 
land or securing a building 
permit is not considered con­ 
struction.” 
He 
said the 
House-Senate 
conference committee accepted 
the program with the under­ 
standing that it was primarily 
to help the builders unload 
houses in inventories, not to 
help individuals buy homes. 
“For this reason, it includes 
houses that have been complet­ 
ed for some time, but never 
sold and 
occupied,” 
Romer 
Mid “The IRS did hold that 
conversion of existing struc­ 
tures from one form of housing 
to another did not qualify, for 
example, an apartment building 
changed over to condominiums 
although new condominiums 
qualify, as do new houses and 
mobile homes.” 
Weiss noted that the credit 
becomes more complicated for 
those selling one house and 
buying another. 
Capital Gain Factor 
“There is a 
capital 
gain 
adjustment 
factor 
for 
the 
consumer. For example, if the 
consumer has a $10,000 capital 
gain on the sale of his present 
home, then he must subtract 
that amount from the purchase 
price of his new home before 
computing the 5 per cent credit 
- for example, a new home 
purchased for $40,000 would 
allow him to compute 5 per 
cent of $30,000 only,” he said. 
Weiss added that there were 
other complications in that the 
house must be the principal 
residence 
of 
the 
buyer 
to 
qualify for the credit and if the 
buyer sells the house within 
three years and does not buy 
another, he must return the 
amount of money he received 
in the credit. 
“This new housing law was 
passed to stimulate our dis­ 
tressed industry and to clear 


the 
estimated 
400,(KH) 
unit 
inventory in the country,” he 
said. “ It obviously is not to the 
best immediate interest to all 
builders, but the long range 
effect will be very positive. 
General estimates have it that 
Indiana does not have a great 
amount of unsold inventory, but 
what there is should c le a r'out 
rapidly ”

States officials today slashed 
through South Vietnamese red 
tape 
and 
stepped 
up

evacuation of Americans and 
their families from Saigon. 
Hundreds of Americans and 
their Vietnamese dependents 
filed 
through 
a 
m akeshift 
processing center and began 
boarding waiting C141 Starlift- 
ers bound for the Philippines. 
The Saigon government set 
up 
the center 
in 
a 
movie 
theater 
at 
Tan 
Son 
Nhut 
Airbase to allow Vietnamese 
dependents of Americans to get 
special exit permits. 
Normal exit formalities for 
South Vietnamese citizens take 
weeks. One official said the 
‘whole process now takes about 
30 minutes, from beginning to 
end.” 
Officials said three or four of 
the 
huge 
military 
aircraft 
would take about IOO Ameri­ 
cans 
and 
their 
wives 
and 
hildren today to Clark Air 
orce Base in the Philippines, 
two hours away. From there, 
they will be flown to the United 
States. 
President Ford earlier this 
week ordered the departure of 
all “nonessential” Americans 
from South Vietnam - about 
.(HK) of the estimated 4,000 still 
there —to escape a possible 
Communist takeover. 
“ We’re 
putting 
people 
on 
airplanes to get them out,” said 
Bruce Howard, 
the man 
in 
barge of drawing up a list of 
passengers 
for 
the 
military 
flights. 
“ Whatever 
it 
takes, 
we’ll do it.” 
Mark Powell, 25, of McPher­ 
son, Kansas, served a tour in 
Vietnam in the Air Force in 
1970, then came back as a 
civilian employe of an electron­ 
ics firm two years ago He has 
a Vietnamese wife and a 17- 
month old son 
Asked how it felt to be going 
home, Powell said: “Great, just 
great I ve been hanging around 


here for a long time...” 
The evacuation was opposed 
by some high-ranking members 
of the U.S. Embassy in Saigon 
on grounds it would lower the 
morale of the Vietnamese. 


“ And whenever I get George 
Meany endorsing a farm bill, I

Each night during dinner we listen to the news and the 
w eather report. The report is not for Rush County p ar­ 
ticularly, it is a coast to coast analysis of where low and 
high pressure areas are to be found so the forecast is 
essential for those who are catching a plane for another 
part of thecountry.Following this is the Indiana forecast, 
tem perature reading, barom eter, etc. Only then is the 
prediction given for the next 24 hours. As is always the 
case, it is the exceptions that causes comment. Their 
predictions are usually accurate but two stories in the 
paper this past week m ust have been rather em ­ 
barrassing for weatherm en. 
The first was the incredible blizzard in Chicago that left 
8 dead, the O’H are International A irport shut down for 
only the third tim e in history. About 5,000 people spent the 
night at the airport. Blinding winddriven snow and sleet 
resulted in m assive traffic jam s. Now the prediction for 
Chicago w eather was not given in the story but it did point 
out that even the w eatherm en w ere snowbound. One 
forecaster was forced to spend the nigh* at the National 
W eather Service at O’Hare station and a 
ist two others 
were unable to get home from the 
ther service 
Chicago Office. This story appeared 
he Thursday 
paper.. 
On Friday, a farm er in Huntsville Texas ran a contest 
with their local w eather bureau for accuracy in predic­ 
tion. He has been using farm anim als to predict the 
w eather for 20 years and told the m eterologist of Houston 
that his four year old cow B rim m er would do a better job 
that they were doing even with all their expensive- 
equipment. 
The farm er John McAdams used the cow’s tail for his- 
predictions and the contest was set for an 80 day trial run. 
,,.w ith a correct forecast worth three points and an in­ 
correct forecast losing two points. B rim m er’s tail led the 
way by as much as 21 points until the last few days of the 
contest. B rim m er is a half Holstein and half B rahm a 
heifer. Most farm ers have observed through the years that 
anim als can predict an on-coming storm because they 
become restless. This was explained scientifically to me 
at one time. I believe it had something to do with the 
positive and negative charge of air before a storm . 
Our favorite method of prediction when the boys 
were home was to follow the movem ent in a sm all weather 
house. When the day was to be fair, Hansel and Gretel 
cam e out of the door; but if the weather indicated rain or 
storm, the wicked witch cam e out the door. That weather 
forecast never missed!

LONDON (UPI) - Eternal 
vigilance being the price of the 
life he led, J.B. Hickok always 
played poker with his back to 
the wall. But on this day the 
wall seat in Saloon No. IO was 
taken and the occupier was not 
about to give it up. 
So, despite a premonition of 
death th a t m ade him ex tra 
cautious, Hickok took another 
seat 
—after 
all, 
the 
men 
playing with him were friends 
and a 
late-arriving kibitzer, 
Jack McCall, was the man he 
had staked to supper the night 
before. 
There was some good-natured 
chaffing over one of the hands 
and, with everybody chipping in 
his 
own 
comment, 
no 
one 
seemed to notice that McCall 
had drawn a gun. The first they 
heard were the words, “Damn 
you, 
tak e 
th a t!,” 
alm ost 
drowned out by the blast of a 
shot into the back of Hickok’s 
head. 
Killed instantly he fell for­ 
ward, the cards he was holding 
slipping from his fingers —a 
pair of aces and a pair of 
eights, still known to poker 
players as “the dead m an’s 
hand.” 
So died Wild Bill Hickok, one 
of the greatest of the heroes of 
the Old West, in Deadwood, S. 
D., on Aug. 2, 1876, only a day 
after he wrote to his wife: 
“Agnes darling. If such should 
be we never meet again, while 
firing my last shot, I will gently 
breathe the nam e of my wife.” 
Hickok did not get a chance 
to fire that shot. McCall, who 
never revealed what led him to 
kill his benefactor of a few 
hours before, goes down in the 
lore of the West as a coward 
and assassin. 
Yet, Joseph G. Rosa believes 
Hickok was suffering at the 
time 
from 
eye 
trouble 
so 
serious a gunman like McCall 
would have had an odds-on 
chance in a confrontation. 
McCall was hanged for the 
m urder on March I, 1877. 
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In Every Department 
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Rosa 
probably 
knows 
as 
much about Wild Bill and his 
era as any man alive, and the 
remarkable thing is that he 
became an authority on the 
subject and wrote the definitive 
biography of Hickok before he 
ever left the shores of Britain. 
He is also the author of “Alias 
Jack McCall” and “The Gun­ 
fighter: Man or Myth?,” an 
impressive study of the pis-’ 
toleers and their weapons. 
Now 
that 
he 
has 
finally 
visited the United States and 
talked to the Hickok family and 
others who knew or had letters 
and documents relating to the 
Old West, Rosa has had a new 
edition of “They Called Him 
Wild Bill” published by the 
University of Oklahoma Press. 
‘‘It was worth doing,” he 
said, “because, despite all the 
millions of words that have 
been written, there are still 
new things to discover. 
“We sometimes forget the 
actors in many of the dramas 
of the Old West lived till fairly 
recent times and there are 
people alive who heard the 
stories from their own lips. Two 
of 
the 
most 
controversial 
gunfights, for example, were 
the 
Earp-Clanton 
duel 
in 
Tombstone in 
1881 and the 
Incident at Rock Creek with 
Wild Bill and Dave McCanles 


as the principals in 1861. 
“Earp died in 1920. Sarah 
Shull, the femme fatale in the 
Rock Creek shootout, lived until 
1932.” 
Rosa was a teleprinter operator 
when he saw the film that 
changed his life, “The Plains­ 
man” in which Gary Cooper 
played Wild Bill. From then on 
research into vJlickok became 
an obsession. 
He worked to such rigid 
definitions of accuracy that 
although Hickok was credited 
with killing 200 people in dime 
novels, and was said to have 
adm itted 36, Rosa can only 
count seven beyond the shadow 
of doubt. 
But the Legend of Wild Bill 
did not have to stretch the truth 
very far. He was over six feet, 
handsome, with thick hair down 
to his shoulders, flamboyantly 
dressed with two guns in his 
waistband 
or 
sash, 
butts 
reversed, and generally two 
single-shot derringers hidden in 
his waistcoat. He had the hands 
of a violin virtuoso and did not 
coarsen them when he could 
help it. 
The ordinary cowboy was a 
poor man with a handgun, Rosa 
says. His hands were calloused 
and thickened by long hours of 
work and, on his low pay, he 
could not afford the best guns.
